Tyson Jewks of Ensign Engineering,
said NCRS had 3 bids from Brown Brothers, Jacksons, AD Jensen. The bid was awarded to Brown
Brothers, because they could finish the project on the November 5™ date. Two scenarios were
presented to the town. The council accepted the accepted the $350000 proposal, to be completed by
November 5". The town must pay some in kind expenses. The water will be turned into the new line, on
Monday August 12,

Presented the info, met the criteria. Motion approve 3 hookups made, by Doug Robinson seconded by
Bronson all were in favor motion passed. They were informed of requirements for hydrant.

Financial Report: Colleen Dudleston Handed financial packets out to all council members. Doug
Robinson ASKED ABOUT the Jackson invoices, and Colleen said she would be receiving them soon.
Colleen also stated there was a balance in the water fund, and she explained the rainy-day fund for
emergencies. Cash receipt for the air conditioner was unavailable this week. She will have it for next
meeting. Motion to Accept and pay the bills. Made by Doug Robinson seconded by Bronson Oyler. All
were in favor motion passed.

Maintenance: Dustin Oyler Garkane: Dustin ask if the council would like the town would like to extend

the concrete pad toward the pavilion and to frame in 2 bathrooms and control shed as long as Garkane is
here working on the concrete. The cost would come out of the Capital Projects expense. The council was
favorable to doing that. The water project is completed, and Lane Jones will finish up the fencing repairs.
Dustin said the new hydraulic mower would cost $850.00. One more bid is needed in order to purchase



the mower. Discussion was heard on how much the town should spend and what kind we should
purchase. The figure could be as high as 18000. Motion Pat made the motion to purchase a mower
upon condition we get another bid and it was seconded by Bronson. All were in favor motion passed.
Pat would like the foliage around her fire hydrant trimmed.
